The Freaident'g plan of fiiiauciug war prei)urutioii8 and war ix- 
pendituros tlirouKli crcilits tliat sliiiU be "sustuiia'd, so I'ur as llicy 
can equitably be ususluiuud, by lliu pruHUUt geueraliou by well coii- 
ceiv«d taxation" is not favorably received in financial and businesB 
circles. Jt is the lirst time in our iiistory that guch a poliey lias 
been udvocatud, much leBS put in force. The national debt con- 
tracted in the War of the Rebellion, 186M865, waa^ot saddled upon 
the people ol' that period. U Ims lieeii shared by two later genera- 
tions, and is not yut wholly wiped out. 

No one can tell what the' war expenditures beginning in 1917 
will amount to. The war has now lasted thiity-tlirec months. It 
has already increased the public debts of the hghting countries 
more than one hundred billion dollars and tho^ burden keeps on grow 
ing at the same tremendous lati'. The people of the present <ai-\i 
eration in Europe could not possihiy pny that immense aggregate ni 
national indebtcdncRS. A lar^'e part of it will he passed ulon^' to 
coming generations to pay. So it should be with out own county. 
Let future generations pay tlu ir riizhlful share of the expense of a 
war waged for the benclit of all future generations. 

The Congress of the United States is the rightful judge of the 
time when, and the manner in which, the eomiu}; additions to our nil- 
tional debt shall be paid. It is through the Congress that the 
American nebple speak. Th^ President ean only advise ; it is Con- 
gress that lilll.st !iel. Conirress will (leteniiilie to wiiat extent Will 
expenditures are to be met by direct taxation which shall be borne 
by the present generation, and to what extent the money shall be 
obtaiiK il ilirouirli bond issues which in part will be a charge upon 
later generations. 

Congress cnn, if it will, so adjust the sonrces of ineonie as \« 
materially lighten the Ininleii of direet taxation an<l transfer .. 
large portion of that burden to the .shoulders of forei^'ii pioduei i- 
seeking to compete with nn nmlersell .American inodueers in tin 
American market— that is. by n material increase in the present TaritT 
duties. In (hat case an important portion of the added revrnin 
would be paid by foreigners and not liy the .\inerican people, ami 
to that extent the burden of tiixiition wonM rest more lightly upon 
the present generation of .\merieans. liond issin's we must havi 
direct taxation we must have.

Report Based on Baker Letter 
■ The minority report, signed by eight 
members of the eommlttei'. rests for 
authority on a litter from Seeri'tary 
Baker to Cliairman Dent, declarini; tlic | 
opinion that any compromise on tlic 
department's plan "would be attended 
by unfortunate results." 

The majority report, signed by 
Cbuirn'ian Dent and eleven others, says 
In part: 

"The bill aulliorizes, but does not 
direct, the I'resideut to Issue a call 
for ft volunteer army of 500,000 In th( 
first place, and of an additional force 
of 600,000' It necessary, under thi' law 
now in existence. 

"The bill further authorizes the 
President to proceed at once witli the 
registration of all male citizens bi - 
tween the ages of 21 and 40 as pro- 
vided in the i)lan of the War 
partnicnt for a draft, so that all of 
the machinery authorizing the draft of 
600,000 for the first force and all of 
the additional 600,000 will be put in 
operation at once.
